Health Clinic 
Important step 


The following is an excerpt of an article carried in 
a recent issue of ‘‘Within Our Borders” a provincial 


government publication, 


Dr, J, M. Howell, medical officer of health of the 
Sturgeon Health Unit planned and supervised the success- 


ful program, 


A ploneering step in pre- 
ventive medicine was taken 
by the Sturgeon Health Unit 
at the Thorhild County Office 
with Alberta’s first public 
multiple health screening 
program, Only a handful of 
such screenings have been 
held:in Canada, 

Planning and arrange- 
ments for the screening pro~ 
gram were carried out by the 
Sturgeon Health Unit, off- 
icials of Thorhild County, 
the private doctors in the 
district and representatives 
from the community, A co- 
ordinating committee was 
formed under which separ- 
ate screening days were set 
up for residents of the Thor- 
hild, Newbrook, Radway and 
Redwater areas, The pre- 
ventive health program, bil- 
led as an exercise in “ Pre- 
venticare,’’ received the 
close co-operation of the 
Alberta Government Dep- 
artment of Health, the Pro- 
vincial Laboratory, the Uni- 
versity of Alberta and Uni- 
versity Hospital and volun- 
tary bodies such as the 
Canadian Cancer Associa- 
tion, the Canadian Mental 
Health Association and the 
Alberta Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation, 

The screening program 
points up the increasing em- 


phasis being placed on the 
preventive aspect of the 
work of health units through 

out Alberta, The program 

was based on the premise 

that many diseases may be 

contracted years before 

symptoms become readil- 

apparent, yet which may be 

detected by careful early 

medical tests, The screen- 

ings at Thorhild werede- 

signed to probe for several 

of the more serious diseases 

which are prone to go un- 

noticed for considerable 

periods of time, Atthesame 

time, the clinics were utili- 

zed for a general immuni- 

zation program against tet- 

anus and polio and for 
general public health educa- 

tion, 


Thorhild County covers 
an area of more than 850 
square miles with a popu- 
lation of close to six thous- 
and persons. Only adults 
were invited to attend the 
clinics and of these 1,340 
turned out to take advantage 
of the proffered facilities, 
In each case where the tests 
performed indicated the 
possible existence of dis- 
ease, the patient’s regular 
doctor was notified of the 
results of the tests taken

rusty grain beetles and grain 
mites, 

There ts a very real dan- 
ger of widespread heating 
and outbreaks of insects and 
mites, 

That’s why Dr, Sinhasays 
farmers should avoid con- 
taminating last year’s high 
quality grain by mixing it 
with this year’s damp or 
moldy crop. 

Research by Dr, Sinha, 
Mr. H, A H, Wallace and 
others at the Winnipeg Re- 
search Station shows that 
damp grains are highly sus- 
ceptible to mold heating in 
the fall and early winter. 
Drier grain is prone to heat- 
ing because of heavy rusty 
grain beetle infestations, In- 
sect heating is most common 
in the southern part of the 
prairie provinces, 

If there is a shortage of 
storage space, rather than 
mixing the crops Dr, Sinha 
says farmers should erect 
relatively inexpensive tem- 


porary structures, 

Dr. Sinha adds these other 
tips on grain storage: 

* Clean, repair and weath- 
erproof empty granaries, 
Burn or bury thesweepings. 

* Spray floors and inside 
walls with malathion or 
pyrethrins - piperonyl but- 
oxide. 

* Harvest grain as dry as 
possible because insects, 
mites and molds increase 
rapidly in tough grain. 

* Avoid storing grain in 
bins next to animal feeds 
that are likely to be infes- 
ted, 

* Fill granaries only to 
the top plates to provide 
ample crawl space and to 
allow for ventilation, 

* If the grain has been 
binned tough, examine it 
every four days by shoving 
a metal rod into the grain, 
If the rod heats up, the grain 
should be turned and allowed 
to cool, Grain that is both 
dry and cool seldom spoils,

Do you ever have reason 
to doubt the accuracy of the 
utensils you use in your 
kitchen when you measure 
the ingredients to make your 
favorite recipe? 

Have youdiscovered some 
confusion in relation to the 
milk in the bottle and the 
measuring cup <= or with 
the measurement embossed 
on the side of a pot or pan? 

One reason for this con- 
fusion is the difference in 
the measurement standards 
ii. Canada and the United 
States. 

Some of the utensils we 
use are of American manu- 
facture andothers are Cana- 
dian -- and that can throw 
your measurements out, be- 
cause the American fluid 
ounce is larger than the 
Canadian ounce by about one 
sixth, 

In ounces, this doesn’t 
sound too much to be con- 
cerned about -- but in quarts 
and gallons, it makes quite 
a difference, The Canadian 
(or Imperial) quart contains 
40 fluid Canadian ounces -- 
the American quart contains 
33.5 fluid Canadian ounces. 

Apart from this interna- 
tional confusion the Con- 
sumer’s Association of 
Canada has found that these 
measuring devices do not 
always tell the truth, no 
matter how carefully and 
completely they may be 
marked, 

Alert members of CAC in 
St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
spotted a 32-oz, carton of 
milk introduced by one ofthe 
local dairies at the same 
price as the 40-oz, carton 
and organized ‘‘the battle of 
the bottle.” Housewives 
were alerted to thesituation 
and urged not to buy the 
small quart inorder to force 
it offthe market, When ques- 
tioned, the manager of the 
dairy explained that the new 
container was a very much 
improved carton and that he 
felt the people would get 
used to it.
